of his condition, a physician walk-ftl 
Sato a drug store the other day. order- 
ed ihe clerk 10 prepare antidotes for 
iiim, which he swallowed, then gave- di- 
rections as «o what should he don* for 
him when he became unconscious, and 
thus saved his life. The physician is 
Dr. C. C. JolHfle, of 444 Lexington ave- 
nue. For some time past he has been 
a sufferer from rheumatism and neur- 
algia and his pain has at times been 
so great that he resorted to cocaine 
for relief. He was suffering keenly the 
other day and went into a drug stora 
ia upper Broadway, where hs prescrib- 
ed the cocaine for himself. He imme- 
diately felt relieved and went to visit 
a patient in Madison avenue. While 
leaving the patient's house he realized 
that he had taken an overdose of the 
drug. He was familiar with the syrnp- 
tor hurried to the drug store at Park 
avenuf- and 42d street. On entering 
he said to the clerk: 
"I have taken 


an overdose of cocaine which will kin 
me if you don't act promptly in doing 
what I say and without questions," Dr* 
.Toliiffe then prescribed several anti- 
dotes for cocaine poisoning. The clerk 
looked at the doctor, not knowing hta, 
in amazement, thinking he had an in- 
sane man to deal with. "Won't you 
please hurry?" pleaded the doctor. 
•"I'm a physician. I know what I am 
talking about. You will be responsible 
for my death if you don't hurry." The 
doctor spoke calmly, but firmly, and 
tbe cleric convinced, prepared the anti- 
dote 
whieh 
doctor swallowed.

newsboy came in and the doctor sent 
him for a policeman. Patrolman Glenn 
arrived, and on learning the facts call- 
ed for an ambulance from the Flower 
station. 
Then Dr. Jolliffe, sitting in 


a chair, said to the clerk: "I prob- 
ably shall become unconscious before 
the ambulance gets here. You tell the 
surgeon what poison I took, and the 
antidotes for it which I have taken " 
After giving instructions as to how 
he should be treated by the ambulance 
surgeon, the physician's head fell for- 
ward on his chest. He was uncon- 
scious. In a few moments the ambu- 
lance arrived and the man was taken 
to the hospital. 
He was treated ac- 


cordmff to tbe instructions which IK- 
left with the drug clerk, and three 
hours after he had taken the poison 
he walked out of the hospital in his 
normal health.

At Spanai 
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Soon after the discovery which im- 


mortalized his name. Columbus cruised 
westward and landed 
on the most 


beam if ill and Jar most important of 
the Wist Indies, which the natives 
called "Cuba." 


Today it is brought into our notice, 


not on account of its delightful climate, 
which would seen: almost a perpetual 
summer, nor for its luxurious growth 
of tropical plants, and its inexhaustibly 
rich soil—but for vastly more vital 
reasons. The world at large is dis- 
cussing the little island and its "alpha 
and omega," involving as it does two 
such important nations. 


Cuba is about T50 mi!es in length 


and its width varies. It ia liS miles 
at the extreme eastern end, while from ! 
Havana south to the coast is not more 
than twenty-eight miles. 
Compared 


with the state of Long Island it is about 
twenty-eight times larger, though bare- 
ly one-third of the island has been cul- 
tivated. It has a good coast line, with 
no less than twenty-seven harbors. 


During the early history Cuba was 


under the Spanish flag. 
About 1538 


Havana was destroyed by the French, 
and again a few years later, and in the 
seventeenth century was captured by 
the Dutch, but in one of the treaties 
was given back to Spain. For a time 
peace existed, but always the cruel and 
rigorous servitude which the Spanish 
enforced. 


In 1762 the island was taken by the 


English, and the next year, by a foolish 
piece of statesmanship, exchanged with 
Spain for a barren title to Florida. 


The United -States during Folk's ad-

In 1S73 the congress de- 
posed Cespedes and proclaimed Cisne- 
ros president, who is at present in of- 
fice. 
Cespedes mysteriously disap- 


peared in 1874. 


The "ten years of ruin and tears," 


as the war was called, cost Spain $fiO.- 
000,000 and thousands of lives, and this 
expense was levied on Cuba, while they 
bad gained approximately nothing to- 
ward liberty, as they soon realized. 


There constantly recurred the dis- 


content, as the outrageous taxation 
continued, and without .going further 
into details, the same reasons that 
prompted the American* colonists- to 
sever themselves from English tyran- 
ny, drove the Cubans again into the 
field, this time to fight for nothing 
short o£ absolute independence.

"Mi EscoItaV ("My Escort"), which he 
secretly had printed and published. 


The date set for the ,war» declaration 


was Feb. 24, lS95, but the flag of the 
republic could only be raised in inree 
ot the provinces. Then followed de- 
sultory outbreaks, the insurgents sel- 
dom coming out in open warfare, "but 
secreting themselves in swamps and 
mountains, and at night terrorizing the 
loyalists by raiding their plantations. 


On the last day of March, 1895, Maceo 


with a handful o£ men landed on. .me j 
eastern tip ot Cuba, where he was met 
by a mounted Spanish guard. After 
fighting for several hours, having lost 
all his men and having received sev- 
eral scratches (his hat was shot off his 
head) Maceo escaped. For a fortnight 
he traversed the woods and swamps. 
until finally, in the hilly country north 
of Bahia de Guantanamo 
he came 


across a body or rebels. After Maceo 
had made himself known, he was re- 
ceived with enthusiasm by the little 
band, who rallied around him and in 
the three trifling encounters directly 
following he more than held his own. 
It is interesting, right here, to note 
that Antonio Maceo had made an in- 
tricate study.of war in every possible 
way he could devise. At one.time, it 
is said, he spent a number of months 
at West Point, as a hostler, where h'e 
absorbed much valuable knowledge. 


At this same timr when Maceo land- 


ed on one side of the island, womez 
with Marti succeeded in getting into 
Cuba on the opposite side, and as soon 
as Gomez assurae'd command, Marti left 
him. intending to leave the island and 
return to the United States. Here he 
hoped to push, his financial and diplo- 
matic work in Cuba's behalf. But he 
had traveled scarcely a quarter of a 
mile when he was'shot, having been 
led into a nest 
of Spaniards by a 


treacherous guide. Gomez was wound- 
ed trying to recover Marti's body, and 


his early boyhood, confined in a Span- 
ish prison. Marti, too, was an orator 
and a voluminous writer. 


Towards the latter part of 1895 Ma- 


ceo defeated Campos near Bayamo, 
with a heavy loss to the Spaniards, 
only the heroism'-of a subordinate gen- 
eral—which resulted In ; his death— 
saved the entire Spanish force from 
being captured;

A party of these escaped convicts

guerilla bands) were in hiding, and 
overheard a lad of about 16 talking to 
a straggling party of Spaniards. Im- 
mediately on the disappearance of the 
soldiers the boy was caught and taken 
to their chief, as an "informant." The 
commander, however, considered Lhe 
matter too trivial, and, to the Intense 
disgust of the guerillas, dismissed the 
boy. 
They afterwards ve-caught him 


and within sight of Ms own door used 
the machete so effectually that his body 
was scarcely recognized by his parents 
who found him a few hours later. 


Valerlano Weyler was sent over in 


command of practically the flower of 
the Spanish army, at the beginning of 
1S96.

Charles A. Kunzel, an m\entor liv- 


ing at 260 Eleventh street, Hoboken, 
N. J., has completed the wormng plans 
of an airship peculiarly adapted to war 
purposes and a model of which he is 
willing to submit to the United States 
government for.inspection. 
Mr. Kunzel thinks that the bird ship 
would be very serviceable in the e\ent 
of war. It is 150 feet long and 50 feet 
in diameter. Above it is attached hori- 
zontally an egg-shaped balloon of the 
same dimensions, capable of holding 
295,000 cubic feet of gas, which is 
manufactured from coal oil by an ap- 
paratus in the ship.
